At the time of this writing few education bills before the Lllin« | 
lature of general interest to teachers can be reviewed. It the purpose of 
this article, therefore, to ittempt to evaluate the clime of prospective sé 
legislation 

The only bill that would make a substantial contribution to increased state 
revenue is Senator Monroe’s SB 26, which would provide 1 l-percent gross 
income tax upon 120 or more occupations 

SB 29, by Senator Muhleman, as introduced, would substitute teachin 
experience for student teaching for teachers holding any kind of certificat 
It should be, and very likely will be, amended to apply 


more extensive education. but lac king prac tice teaching
